Immense Seaplane Now Under 


Construction Will Take Off for 
Record Flight Either Late This 
Summer or Early Next Spring.

New York—The United States navy, 


first to make a trans-Atlantic flight, 
will send a giant seaplane winging 
across the Pacific late this summer or 
early next spring. 


The triplane. which will be known 


as the "giant boat," has been under 
design and construction 
for more 


than a year. The wings and "hull" 
are being made at the naval aircraft 
factory, 
Philadelphia. 
The 
motors 


and nacelles or bodies, are 
being 


turned out by the Gallaudet Aircraft 
corporation at East Greenwich, Conn. 
The propellers are being built in Balti- 
more 
by the -American Propeller 
company. 


The time of the flight will depend 


upon when the craft is completed and 
upon the results of the exhaustive 
tests to which the "giant boat" will be 
subjected. It is planned to begin as- 
sembling the plane in June or July.

pellers arrived in New York. The pro- 
peller was brought here from Balti- 
more, 
enroute to East Greenwich 


where it will receive its initial test at 
the Gallaudet works. 


Arriving at a East river pier, the 


propeller was to be transferred by 
motor truck to a New England coastal 
steamer for shipment to East Green- 
wich. 


Tho "giant boat" win have a wing 


spread of 167 feet and will have three 
propellers, each driven by three 400- 
horsepower motors developing a to- 
tal of 3,600-horsepower. 


Repairs in Air 


The most radical departure from 


previous seaplane construction will be 
the arrangement of the motors and 
propellers. Each of the three nacelles 
will contain the Gallaudot gear drive, 
making possibta 
the connection of 


three motors with each propeller. Any 
motor may be disengaged without in- 
terfering with the operation of the 
propeller. 


The motors will bo placed in an en- 


closed area giving the mechajiics op- 
portunity to make any repairs with- 
out dajigcr or inconvenience. The na- 
celles are torpedo shaped bodies and 
the propeller in each is situai(Ml soms- 
what behind their middle and aft of 
the planss. This has the added effect 
of reducing wind friction to a mini- 
mum. 


Carry 12 Men 


A trial seaplane driven by a single 


motor under this now principle of con- 
struction recently made the phenom- 
inal speed of 132.3 miles an hour. It 
was driven by Lieut. 'E. F. Ston<3. who 
was one of the pilots of the NC-4. 
Tho plane climbed 7,700 feet in ten 
minutos. The "giant boat" probably 
will be ablo to make 
110 miles an 


hour. It will have a lifting capacity 
of 30.000 pounds and a cruising radi- 
us of thnso thousand miles without 
fuel replenishment.

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THE PRESIDENT'S PEACE PROBLEM 


The more the president's message is 


studied the less it reveals of foreign poli- 
cy in its relation to peace. The course of 
the administration with reference to the 
Versailles treaty and the conclusion of 
peace with Germany is not disclosed- The 
New York Tribune says the president is 
"definite as to the objectives to be sought, 
but indefinite as to the exact method of 
obtaining them." It also says "it is not 
easy to see how peace can be assured with- 
out some sort of poitical alliance," for this 
is "a practical political question." The 
Philadelphia Public Ledger, another pro- 
minent Bepubliean journal, says "the for- 
eign policy of the Harding administration 
is woefully incomplete," that "there is no 
outline of how we shall go about taking 
what we want from the treaty of peace and 
ignoring the League's enforcing machin- 
ery,5* and that in general "the assertions 
and recommendations in the Harding mes- 
sage are hedged about with too many res- 
ervations." The Public Ledger regrets 
that "the idealism to which the nation 
had become accustomed in its state papers 
is missing." 


The principal trouble with the adminis- 


tion's foreign policy is that it is involved 
in both factional and partisan politics. 
There are on the one hand the irreconcil- 
ables and bitter-enders, determined to 
browbeat the president into repudiation 
and isolation on the penalty of party 
schism, and there are on the other hand the 
less aggressive and constructive forces 
which seek an honorable and consistent so- 
lution of the problem, fundamentally m 
harmony with the policy of the Wilson 
administration. It is admittedly difficult 
to steer a middle path between these con- 
flicting elements. Then too, there is the 
fixed purpose of party leaders to complete 
a program that will discredit President 
Wilson personally. The necessity of po- 
litical expediency is. therefore, great and 
involves the president and secretary of 
state in complex difficulties when it comes 
to evolving concrete proposals- 


It was easy for political opposition to 


bring up objections to some of the terms of 
the Versailles treaty, but the objectors 
failed to take account of two essential and 
controlling facts: First, the unquestioned 
right of the allies to impose more or less 
severe conditions of peace upon the antag- 
onists which had come so near to wreck- 
ing them and civilization: second, that the 
terms they did impose were moderate and 
lenient in comparison with the terms that 
Germany would have exacted had she 
been the victor. When he armistice was 
signed and the cause of civilization was 
saved. American public opinion, and par- 
ticularly that of the millions of men en- 
listed in the army and navy, was ready to 
support whatever conditoins of peace were 
laid down. Had not a political issue been 
made of peace public opinion would have 
approved ratification of the treaty, for it 
meant at bottom the same cooperation 
between the United States and the allies 
after the war that was accorded during 
the war. 


As the New York Tribune says, it is dif- 


ficult to see how peace can be assured 
without some sort of political alliance. It 
is difficult to see how we can take advan- 
tage of our rights and benefits under the 
treaty without engaging in its enforce- 
ment. To do this would seem lo require 
negotiation by the United States of an en- 
tirely new treaty with Germany and with- 
drawal from support of or association with 
the allies. We cannot isolate ourselves 
from the affairs of Europe if we try, nor 
from the consequences of peace in Bafop*. 
Having fought in the world war our fu- 
ture is inextricably bound up in its results. 
Any course which ignored this would do 
violence to the conscience of the republic 
snd the true advancement of our national 
interests.

Colombia to the extent of $25,000,000 
for the loss of Panama will probably be 
successful, although the opposition is no 
less bitter than when President Wilson 
vainly endeavored to secure ratification of 
the treaty. Senator Lodge, who a few 
years ago declared he would never con- 
sent to acceptance of this agreement with 
Colombia, has changed front and is now 
leading the forces for ratification. Other 
Republican leaders who formerly opposed 
payment of money to Colombia on th« 
ground that it was ''international black- 
mail" are now supporting the treaty, and 
indications are that' Republicans 'as a 
whole will be unwilling to break with the 
administration on the issue. 


Senators Johnson and Lenroot are 


among the uncompromising opponents, 
but they appear to be influenced more by 
the feeling that the treaty is a reflection 
upon the memory and honor of Theodore

THE MINEES' STRIKE 


The failure of the British miners' strike 


is a failure of an industrial and political 
revolution. "When the transport workers 
and the railway men decided after great 
deliberation not to join the miners in a 
sympathetic strike they marked the doom 
of a movement which was a direct chal-^ 
Icnge to the British government. It was' 
evident from a poll of sentiment and the 
union leaders frankly admitted the fact, 
that an order for & general strike would 
not have brought more than a 50 per cent 
response and that this would have meant 
certain disaster to trade unionism. 


When it came to a showdown it was a 


question of preserving trades unionism and 
the ground it had won for organized labor 
or of throwing them away. The miners 
sought nationalization of British mines. 
Lloyd George offered to go to the country 
on this issue but his challenge was not 
accepted. Back of this proposal lay a 
concerted effort of radicals and extremists 
to get control of all organized labor and 
use it for purposes hostile to the govern- 
ment and established institutions. Events 
show that the miners did well to continue 
their leadership in the person of Prank 
Hodges, whose overthrow at a critical 
stage was sought "by the revolutionary fac- 
tion. Through his efforts and conciliation 
negotiations have been resumed for a set- 
tlement of the difficulties and all indica- 
tions are that the strike will soon end. 


"Whether the miners realize it or not 


there is little question that public opinion 
in Great Britain would have supported 
Lloyd George in his preparations to break 
the general strike of the "triple alliance.' 
Sanity in the leadership of trades union- 
ism bas prevailed, and organized labor in 
England will go on working for its ad- 
vancement through the channels that offer 
the only real assurance of progress. The 
revolutionary ends sought by radical 
leaders verged close to sovietism in Ro»- 
sia and probably had their inspiration 
from that source. Lloyd George himself 
deliberately asserted a few weeks ago that 
the labor movement in Great Britain was 
falling under control of men who looked 
to such a revolution. 


The result is a great personal victory 


for Lloyd George but it, is an even larger 
triumph for rational labor leadership and 
the solid qualities of citizenship in that 
country.

true friends of the science are agreed.

•widespread misunderstanding of psy- 
choanalysis, and this misunderstand- 
ing can do much harm. In the first 
place, it is already bringing into be- 
ing a class of charlatans who pose as 
psychonanalysts, though having no 
thorough knowledge of the subject. 


Some Persons Alarmed 


In the second place, many persons 


of the sensitive sort, inclined to be 


the science themselves are in a state 
of 
uncertainty about it, 
and hold 


most of their idsas tentatively rather 
than dogmatically. It is a n*w science, 
the fundamental 
value of which is 


widely acKnowledged, but the details 
of which are Just beginning to be 
worked out. 
Many of its proponents believe that 


the beginning of psychoanalysis wlUl 
be looked back upon as one of the 
great strides forward In n»an'B under- 
standing of himself. Certainly, it has 
spread a flood of light into a thous- 
and dark conww of human misery.

There is a widespread notion that 


psychoanalysis and especially the doc- 
trines of Freud, tend to Justify a 
great deal more freedom of conduct 
than has generally been enjoyed by 
the majority of people. A* a matter 
of fact, this is not true. What the 
psychoanalysts have really shown is 
that the happiness of an individual 
depends upon the proper use of all 
his 
energies, physical 
and mental, 


rather than upon conformity to any 
given set of rules. But the achieve- 
ment of this means the living of a 
carefully controlled and directed life. 


In this point of view, the psycho- 


analysts are in agreement with the 
modern philosophical viewpoint, and 
with some of the most recent work of 
research along physiological lines. 


Thus philosophy has proceeded in 


the past on the assumption that man 
is actuated primarily by the desire 
for self-preservation. 
Nietzsche up- 


sets this idea by simply" pointing out 
that we see men every day risking 
their lives of their own free wills, in 
order to do the things they feel im- 
pelled to do.
